Conceived In 1968?, the National Longitudinal Study started with a design 
and pilot study phase using a small sample of senioVs in spring 197^. Research 
Triangle Institute ^RTI) was the* contractor foJk this work. The resultant . ' ^ 
*atiiiiy design called for a national probability sanTple of over 21,000 seniors 
in 1>200 schools. The sample of schooJ.s was selected by Westat, Inc.*, using 
stratification and oversampllng- specif icatlons tfo permit generalization of 
•results to the pqpulatlon of. 1972 high school graduates. , Up to 18 students 
per school were randomly selected within sdhools. 

The full-scale study wa^ Ihitiated in spring 1972 with ov^x 1,000, public 
and Nonpublic schools and almost 18,000 seniors participating in- the base-year* 
survey. Data were collect^ed by Educational Testing Service (ETSi, contractQf 
fofi tfhe" base-year stiidy,- using the Student Questionnaire (plans, aspirations, 
ex8feriences)|. Test Book (verbal and nonverbal, ability) , the School Question- " 
naire (sfchool characteristics), the Counselor Questionnaire, (school guidance 
activities), and the^School Record Information Form (selected data from ^ 
respondents^ records). ' f * . ' .

Se9bnd follow*-up instrumentation vAs administered in fajl-winter 1974-75 
using the augmented national sampli of over 22,000 1972 seniors.

Respondents, ^e third follow-up, conducted in fall-winter 1976-77, collected 
information on educational and work experiences and various other l0tereats 
pursued^ since the last surve^.

Base-*year ins'tr>|nents for individual respondents were self-administered 
in group situatidns; school forms were completed by administrators. . All 
subsequent folfbw-up instruments Were designed for individual sel^-administration

each follow-up wave^ . ^F^rst, second, and third follow-up mail surveys Uere 

^eaeh accompanied by later Individual interviewer Administration to mail non- \ 
respondents to assure at least a' 90 percent overall survey response rate.
